When a girl who is under sixteen 
presents herself at a clinic or 
surgery and asks for the pill the 
situalion of the doctor is both 
less and more than medical.

After the 
opening of Japan in 1858. il 
tecame a regular port of call for 
ıhe Far Eastern fleet on its 
annual voyage from Hongkong.
